IN  the  assured  accent  of  confi- 
dent faith,  the  Psalmist  affirmed,

hills,  from  whence  cometh  my  help. 
My  help  cometh  from  the  Lord." 
He  certainly  has  something  to  teach 
this  security-conscious  age.  We 
clamor  for  social  security,  for  old- 
age  security,  for  national  security, 
for  security  from  atomic  warfare, 
but  the  more  we  seem  to  strive  for 
security  the  less  we  have  of  it.  What 
is  wrong? 

In  a  word,  we  are  looking  in  the 
wrong  place.  We  are  trying  to 
anticipate  and  to  outwit  every  con- 
ceivable hazard.

It  was  the  Apostle  Paul  who  in  a 
few  meaningful  words  placed  Christ 
at  the  heart  and  center  of  the  Chris- 
tian's being.  "Christ  in  you,  the 
hope  of  glory"  expresses  the  most 
pungent  truth  in  the  believer's  re- 
lation to  Christ.  Christ  in  the 
center  of  personality,  of  experience, 
of  life,  must  be  recognized,  served, 
and  worshiped. 

Christ  must  be  at  the  center  of 
any  soul-saving  creed.  The  very 
£rst  emphasis  of  Christianity  in  a 
man's  life  is  upon  what  he  believes. 
It  is  commonplace  that  a  man  may 
make  a  religion  out  of  Christianity, 
without  directing  his  faith  Christ- 
ward.  Christ  must  be  central  in 
any  creed  which  saves  the  soul.  Our 
Gospel  is  the  knowledge,  not  of  a 
system,  but  the  saving  knowledge 
of  a  personal  Savior.  Without 
Christ  in  it,  you  have  little  more 
than  a  scheme  of  morality,  a  sys- 
tem of  religion,  a  form  of  ritual,  a 
cold,  lifeless,  hopeless  legalism 
which  cannot  save.  Is  Christ  at  the 
center  of  your  creed?  Do  the 
chords  of  your  heart  vibrate  with  a 
living  faith  in  a  living  Christ?  That 
is  of  primary  importance  if  we  are 
to  know  the  reality  of  a  personal 
deliverance  from  sin. 

Christ  must  be  at  the  center  of 
any  life-giving  consecration.  Per- 
sonal Christianity  is  not  a  creed 
alone;  it  is  more  than  a  creed,  how- 
ever orthodox  it  may  be.  It  is  not 
ritualism,    however   Scriptural;    it   is

not  a  profession,  no  matter  how  out- 
wardly consistent.  It  is  CHRIST 
IN  MAN,  in  the  center  of  his  be- 
ing, his  experience,  his  life.  It  is 
the  challenge  of  the  Christian  life 
that  we  devote  ourselves  to  a  living 
and  divine  person.  It  is  more  than 
allegiance  to  a  cause,  or  signing  a 
manifesto,  or  voting  for  a  righteous 
law.  It  is  the  dedication  of  our- 
selves to  a  Person  Who  becomes  the 
constraining  force,  influence,  and 
motive  for  all  that  we  do.  Conse- 
cration lacks  weight,  and  dynamic, 
and  lasting  qualities  if  you  do  not 
catch  the  difference  between  a  holy, 
burning,  impassioned  love  for 
Christ,  and  a  cold,  matter-of-fact 
course  of  Christian  duty. 

Another  has  well  said,  "I  know 
that  with  consecration  on  the  part 
of  believers,  separation  from  the 
world,  disentanglement  from  enslav- 
ing sins,  and  a  mighty  baptism  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  the  church  would 
become  a  conquering  power  in  the 
world;  not  by  its  constructed  theol- 
ogy, not  by  its  Sabbath  services,  not 
by  its  arguments  to  convince  the 
intellect,  but  by  its  simple  story  of 
Jesus'  love,  by  the  cross,  God's  ham- 
mer and  fire."  Dedication  to  Christ 
is  the  challenge  of  the  hour  to  the 
church. 

Christ  must  be  at  the  center  of 
any       world-evangelizing       church. 


Congregations  must  justify  their  ex- 
istence. If  they  only  bring  people 
together  to  be  "very  much  pleased" 
and  to  go  away  with  salved  con- 
sciences and  soothed  spirits,  then 
the  lecture  bureaus  will  contract  for 
all  of  that.  The  church  must  in 
this  desperate  hour  unite  around 
Christ  and  His  leadership  in  a 
mighty  crusade  to  evangelize  the 
world.  '^And  this  is  the  mission  of 
the  church — not  civilization,  but 
salvation,  not  better  laws,  purer  leg- 
islation, social  elevation,  human 
equality,  and  liberty,  but  first  the 
kingdom  of  God  and  His  right- 
eousness; regenerated  hearts,  and 
all  other  things  follow."  (Kittredge) 
The  church  must  once  more  mobi- 
lize her  forces  to  go  into  all  the 
world  preaching  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature.  And  let  us  remem- 
ber that  it  is  the  Gospel  of  a  cru- 
cified, resurrected  Christ,  who  is 
not  dead,  but  who  lives  to  save  and 
redeem,  to  lift  and  heal.  This 
Christ  must  become  the  saving  mes- 
sage and  the  redeeming  might  of 
our  evangelism  and  our  ministry 
to  lost  and  enslaved  world. 

Christ  must  also  be  at  the  center 
of     any     age-enduring     civilization. 

We  hear  on  every  hand  the  cries 
of  a  new  world  order.  A  new  age 
was  born  out  of  the  agonies  of  this 


past  world  struggle.  We  can  read- 
ily believe  that  something  new  has 
broken  upon  the  world.  We  have 
entered  a  new  era,  but  we  have  lit- 
tle faith  that  it  shall  produce  the 
peace  and  prosperity,  the  concord 
and  tranquillity,  the  brotherly  and 
humanitarian  spirit,  which  many 
long  for.  The  reason  is  this:  No 
permanent,  enduring  peace  can  be 
built  around  sinful,  selfish  men;  nor 
woven  into  the  fabric  of  treaties 
and  agreements  made  by  sinful, 
selfish  men;  nor  can  it  be  supported 
by  governments  composed  of  sinful, 
selfish  men.  Unless  we  can  put 
Christ  at  the  center,  and  enthrone 
Him  as  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of 
lords,  then  we  are  already  sowing 
the  seed  for  another  harvest  of 
bloodshed  and  death.  No  stable 
civilization  can  be  built  upon  beams 
which  are  rotten  at  the  core.  Our 
forefathers  knew  this,  but  this 
present  generation  has  both  forgot- 
ten it  and   ignored  it. 

"Christ  in  you,  the  hooe  of  glory," 
expresses  once  more  the  way  out. 
Christ  was  given  for  a  purpose,  that 
He  might  save  men,  redeem  them, 
and  make  them  a  citizenry  fit  for 
heaven  itself.  Let  us  as  individual 
men  and  women  rise  to  enter  into 
this  new  relationship  with  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

The  book  of  John  is  a  book  of 
testimonies  to  the  deity  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Witness  to  that  fact  is 
given  from  every  source.  Testi- 
mony is  piled,  upon  testimony  un- 
til anyone  who  deals  with  the  proof 
with  honesty  cannot  avoid  coming 
to  the  conclusion  that  Jesus  was 
the   Christ,  the  Son  of   God. 

The  highest  witness  which  John 
presents  throughout  the  book  is  the 
witness  of  the  Father.  The  Father's 
approval  of  the  Son  was  given  pub- 
licly the  first  time  at  his  baptism. 
His  approval  was  given  the  second 
time  just  before  the  crucifixion 
when  the  Father  witnessed  to  the 
Son  by  a  voice  from  heaven  which 
sounded  to  some  like  a  peal  of 
thunder  and  to  others  as  the  voices 
of  angels.  This  public  approval  is 
declared  to  have  been  given  for  the 
sake  of  the  people,  that  they  might 
believe  the  words  of  Jesus  concern- 
ing His  coming  death  for  the  sins 
of  all  men.  Then  again  we  see  the 
most  outstanding  testimony  of  the 
Father  to  the  deity  of  Christ  in 
that  He  raised  Him  up  from  the 
dead  and  received  Him  into  heaven. 
The  testimony  of  God  the  Father 
alone  is  sufficient  to  stamp  the 
claims  of  Jesus  as  absolutely  true. 

But  John  gives  in  his  record  also 
the  testimony  of  Christ  Himself  to 
His  deity.  Again  and  again  through- 
out this  gospel  record  Jesus  de- 
Marie  McElhone  is  a  senior, 
majoring   in   theology.

clares  Himself  to  be  sent  from  the 
Father  and  to  be  equal  with  God. 
He  made  such  statements  as  *T 
and  my  Father  are  one"  (10:30); 
'T  am  one  that  bear  witness  of  my- 
self, and  the  Father  that  sent  me 
beareth  witness  of  me."  (8:18);  "Be- 
fore Abraham  was,  I  am."  (8:58) ; 
"I  am  in  the  Father  and  the  Fa- 
ther in  Me;  if  ye  had  known  Me  ye 
should  have  known  my  Father  al- 
so." These  are  only  a  few  of  the 
many  claims  that  Jesus  made  of  His 
divine  nature.  If  He  were  a  liar 
how  could  God  put  His  stamp  of 
approval  upon  such  a  blasphemer. 
To  complete  the  testimony  of  the 
God-head,  John  records  for  us  the 
witness  of  the  Spirit  to  the  nature 
of  Christ.  The  Spirit  descended 
like  a  dove  upon  Jesus  at  His  bap- 
tism and  was  with  Him  throughout 
his  life  and  ministry.  The  very  pur- 
pose for  the  coming  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  into  the  world  is  expressly 
stated  to  be  the  bearing  of  the  tes- 
timony of  Jesus  Christ  in  the 
world.  How  complete  is  the  tes- 
timony of  the  God-head  to  the  deity 
of  Jesus  Christ! 

But  John  does  not  leave  us  with 
only  the  testimony  of  God;  he  pre- 
sents to  us  the  testimony  of  men 
themselves.  Many  there  were  that 
believed  on  Him  and  testified  to 
their  faith  in  His  claims.  John  the 
Baptist  declared  again  and  again 
that  Jesus  was  the  promised  Mes- 
siah. The  witness  of  Andrew,  one 
of  the  first  disciples  to  follow  Je- 
sus, was  "We  have  found  the  Mes- 


siah."  (1:41).  Then  Nathaniel  tes- 
tified. ''Rabbi,  thou  art  the  Son  of 
God."  (1:49)  Peter  testified,  ex- 
pressing the  feeling  of  the  disciples, 
''We  beUeve  and  are  sure  that  thou 
art  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  hving 
God."  (6:60)  The  Samaritans,  the 
long-time  enemies  of  the  Jews,  be- 
lieved on  Christ  and  said,  "We 
know  that  this  is  indeed  the  Christ, 
the  Savior  of  the  world."  (4:42) 
At  Jerusalem  many  saw  his  works 
and  believed  on  Him;  some  said 
"Of  a  truth  this  is  the  Prophet" 
and  others  said  "This  is  the  Christ." 
(7:40,  41)  The  blind  man  that  was 
healed  said  "Lord,  I  believe"  and 
he  worshipped  Him.  (9:39)  Be- 
sides these  many  witnesses  there 
were  the  testimonies  of  Mary  who 
anointed  Him,  of  Thomas,  of  John, 
and  of  many  others.  How  could 
the  witness  of  such  a  host  be  de- 
nied. 

Such  was  the  testimony  of  His 
friends.  But  even  His  enemies  tes- 
tified to  His  divine  nature  in  their 
efforts  to  prove  Him  false.  One 
of  the  most  outstanding  examples 
of  this  is  the  words  of  Caiaphas  the 
High  Priest.  In  seeking  to  have 
Jesus  destroyed  he  spoke  one  of 
the  greatest  prophetic  utterances 
given  of  Christ's  work  on  the  cross. 
These  were  his  words,  "It  is  expedi- 
ent for  us,  that  one  man  should  die 
for  the  people,  and  that  the  whole 
nation  perish  not."   (11:49-52) 

Into  this  marvelous  record  of  the 
deity  of  Christ,  John  also  wove  the 
accounts  of  the  works  of  Christ 
which  add  their  testimony  to  the 
truth  of  his  claims.  Seven  great 
miracles  are  recorded  throughout 
the  book  which  present  Him  as  the 
Creator,  the  Healer,  the  Sustainer, 
the    Sovereign,    the    Light    of      the

World,  and  the  Resurrection.  Je- 
sus appealed  to  the  testimony  of 
His  works  with  these  words  "The 
works  that  I  do  in  my  Father's 
name,  they  bear  witness  of  Me.  If 
ye  believe  not  me,  believe  me  for 
the  very  works'  sake." 

The  concluding  testimony  pre- 
sented to  us  is  the  witness  of  the 
Word  of  God  that  He  is  the  Son 
of  God.  Both  in  His  life  and  'n 
His  death  Christ  fulfilled  perfectly 
the  prophetic  scriptures  concerning 
Himself.  Throughout  the  book 
we  find  these  words — "that  the 
Scripture  might  be  fulfilled."  No 
one  but  the  Son  of  God  could  have 
fulfilled  so  fully  and  so  minutely 
the  prophetic   scriptures. 

Thus  the  deity  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  attested  by  God  the  Father,  God 
the  Son,  and  God  the  Holy  Spirit; 
it  is  attested  by  the  men  among 
whom  He  lived  and  died;  it  is  at- 
tested by  the  works  which  He  per- 
formed in  the  presence  of  men;  and 
it  is  attested  by  the  Word  of  God 
which  shall  stand  forever.  What 
further  testimony  could  be  required 
to  make  men  believe  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  Son  of  God?  There 
has  never  before  been  such  an  af- 
firmation of  the  genuineness  of  a 
single  claim.  Why  is  it  so  impor- 
tant that  this  claim  be  proven  true? 
It  is  because  all  the  issues  of  your 
life  and  your  eternity  rest  in  your 
answer  to  the  question — "Do  you 
believe  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the 
Son  of  God."  These  testimonies 
are  given  that  you  might  believe 
and  that  through  believing  you 
might  have  life.  Will  you  not  be- 
lieve the  manifold  testimony  that 
has  been  given  and  receive  eternal 
life    for    yourself?

He  inter- 
vened in  his  behalf,  so  that  he 
could  say,  ''The  Lord  is  thy  shade 
upon  thy  right  hand.  The  Lord  is 
thy  keeper."  Whether  dangers  of 
the  day  or  dangers  of  the  night.

And  in  the  rising  accents  of  this 
poem,  the  Psalmist  reaches  the  pin- 
nacle of  faith:  God  will  preserve 
from  all  evil.
